During  their  14  day  visit  the 
French  students  spent  several 
mornings  attending  classes  at 
Selwyn  House  and  visited 
different  cultural  and 
educational  organizations  in  the 
afternoons.  Some  of  these  visits 
included  the  Biodome,  the 
Botanical  Gardens,  the 
Insectarium,  the  Olympic  Pool, 
the  Musee  Pointe  a  Calliere,  the 
Old  Port  and  L'Oratoire  Saint- 
Joseph.  They  also  left  on  a 
three-day  trip  to  our  capital 
city,  Ottawa. 

I  think  it  would  be  fair  to 
say  that  if  the  first  part  of 
L'echange  Franco-Canadien 
was  a  success,  a  large  part  of  it 

was  due  to  the  host  families.  Without  them,  without  their  help,  their  time  and  their  devotion,  none  of  this  could  have  taken  place. 
Twenty-one  Selwyn  House  School  families  took  French  students  and  teachers  into  their  homes.  Taking  a  billet  can  be  a  gamble. 
One  never  really  knows  whether  the  billet  will  integrate  easily  into  one's  lifestyle  and  get  along  with  family  members.  I  want  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  families  who  accepted  the  challenge,  and  to  say  that  that  in  itself  shows  how  very  unselfish 
and  warmhearted  our  parent  community  is.  I  also  would  like  to  thank  all  the  boys  who  had  billets  and  who  did  their  best  to  help 
them  experience  a  Canadian  lifestyle  with  skill  and  savoir-faire. 

Since  our  French  visitors  have  left  I  have  had  a  chance  to  reflect  upon  their  visit.  I  suppose  that  what  touched  me  most  about 
this  exchange  was  the  amount  of  French  which  could  be  heard  in  the  halls  of  Selwyn  House  School,  in  the  classes,  in  the  dining

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room  and  according  to  parents,  in  the  homes.  I  must  admit  that  being  a  teacher  of  French,  both  as  a  first  and  second  language,  I 
was  touched  to  see  the  students  conversing  so  freely  and  so  naturally  with  their  newly-acquired  friends.  I  realized  how  much 
these  boys  really  could  communicate  in  their  second  language  and  how  smoothly  delivery  of  the  spoken  message  was 
accomplished. 

I  further  realized  that  this  facility  in  translation  between  two  languages,  this  transfer  of  knowledge  is  not  truly  measurable  in 
the  classroom.  Cognitive  and  linguistic  academic  results  did  not  count  here.  The  boys  were  actively  conscious  of  their  power 
over  the  two  languages.  I  guess  it  was  at  this  point  in  my  reflections  that  I  came  to  realize  that  bilingualism  although  most  often 
viewed  linguistically  and  educationally,  should  also  be  viewed  philosophically,  psychologically,  historically  and  of  course 
sociologically. 

Bilingual  education  is  with  us.  It  is  the  gift  of  tongues.  It  is  the  door  to  job  opportunities,  to  a  richer  Quebec,  a  stronger 
Canada.  It  is  a  means  to  a  culturally  united  populace,  to  a  unique  way  of  learning.  It  is  for  the  future  of  our  children.  It  is  a  way 
of  life.  Above  all  I  think  it  is  an  invitation  to  global,  international,  intercultural  and  multicultural  education.  As  important  agents 
of  socialization,  learning  institutions  are  a  place  where  an  effort  is  made  to  prepare  all  students  (from  all  walks  of  life),  to 
participate  fully  and  advantageously  in  an  everchanging  society. 

As  our  society  becomes  more  globally  interdependent,  I  feel  that  student  exchanges  among  different  schools  can  only  help  in  the 
understanding  of  social  and  cultural  interaction.  One  need  only  examine  the  life-long  friendships  which  have  arisen  since  L'echange 
Franco-Canadien.  Already  the  boys  have  been  receiving  letters  and  phone  calls  from  their  friends  abroad.  A  few  have  invited  the 
French  to  return  to  Quebec  to  vacation  with  them  during  the  summer  holidays.  All  of  this  in  itself  is  an  expression  of  bilingualism  at 
work. 

With  this  said,  I  look  forward  to  our  trip  to  France  in  June.  I  can  only  expect  that  we  will  be  greeted  in  the  same  kind  manner  as 
the  parents  of  Selwyn  Hou.se  greeted  our  foreign  friends.  I  am  confident  becau.se  as  Claudine  Poulain  (the  French  trip  coordinator) 
stated  in  her  farewell  address:

A  Day  With  Duane 


On  the  morning  of  April  7,  1994,  the  Grades  9  lo  1 1  Arts  Option  and  Art  Matric  students  managed  to  visit  the  MMFA  after 
struggling  through  a  harsh  snowstorm.  The  boys  were  very  excited  about  witnessing  the  sculptures  of  Duane  Hanson. 

Duane  Hanson,  an  American  sculptor  from  Miami,  creates  human-like  scuptures.  They  were  almost  too  human,  stepping  straight 
out  of  the  workaday  world — a  janitor,  policeman,  car  dealer,  and  doctor.  They  were  so  real-looking  that  some  students  actually  tried  to 
start  conversations  with  them.  Generally,  Hanson  creates  ordinary-looking  people  by  making  plaster  moulds  directly  from  live  models. 
Everything  else  is  done  by  memory. 

As  the  students  progressed  to  each  sculpture  with  anticipation,  they  were  amazed  at  how  realistic  the  curves  and  features  appeared. 
Ms.  Pinchuk  and  her  class  discovered  how  the  sculptures  had  evolved  over  time,  one  by  one  becoming  the  epitome  of  perfection.  With 
the  help  and  guidance  of  our  guru,  Ellen  Pinchuk,  the  boys  noted  how  Hanson  puts  great  emphasis  on  facial  expressions.  He  never 
creates  .sculptures  of  children  (except  for  his  daughter)  for  they  have  not  yet  experienced  the  ups  and  downs  of  life.  Hanson  feels  that 
the  way  in  which  the  sculptures  are  displayed  is  very  important,  hence,  he  spends  much  of  his  time  displaying  them. 

By  the  time  the  tour  had  come  to  an  end,  the  students  had  come  to  appreciate  both  Duane  Hanson  and  his  works.  Many  thanks  to 
Ms.  Pinchuk  for  such  an  exuberating  experience.

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The  Forum  for 

Young  Canadians 

On  April  23,  1994  I  boarded  a  train  to  Ottawa.  I  was  making  such  a  trip  to  attend  The  Forum  for  Young  Canadians.  The  Forum  offers 
students  such  as  myself,  an  opportunity  to  learn  about  Canada's  unique  style  of  pariiamentary  government,  while  at  the  same  time  gaining 
an  appreciation  of  the  challenges  confronted  by  our  decision-makers. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  students  from  every  region  of  Canada  were  brought  together  to  meet  and  talk  with  senior  representatives 
from  politics,  the  federal  service,  and  special  interest  groups.  We  also  got  to  participate  first-hand  in  staged  governmental  procedures  such 
as  a  provincial/federal  conference  and  a  mock  cabinet  meeting  on  immigration.  A  special  Parliament  Hill  pass,  giving  us  access  to  any 
building  on  the  Hill  made  it  possible  to  also  meet  Members  of  Parliament,  and  Party  leaders  such  as  Audrey  McLaughlin  (who  invited 
myself  and  a  few  others  into  her  office).  Along  the  way,  new  friendships  were  bound  to  arise,  and  they  did.  That  is  probably  one  of  the 
best  aspects  of  such  a  programme;  meeting  the  other  people  who  make  up  this  county  and  learning  about  where  they  live.  Upon  arrival, 
people  were  surprised,  if  not  shocked  to  find  out  that  there  are  English-speaking  people  in  Quebec,  and  that  not  all  Quebecers  (even  the 
French  participants)  are  not  separatists. 

Through  each  of  the  governmental  simulations  and  group  meetings  I  learned  one  important  thing:  our  country  is  in  good  hands.  Each 
and  every  one  of  the  students  at  the  Forum,  including  myself,  were  deeply  concerned  about  Canada,  its  people,  and  its  cultures. 
Understanding  how  our  parliamentary  system  works  is  the  key  to  building  the  kind  of  country  we  all  want  to  live  in.  Today,  I  feel 
privileged  that  I  was  accepted  to  attend  the  Forum  for  Young  Canadians.
